N'our  committt-e  waited  u[)on  tiie  slieriff  and  ascertained  from 
him,  that  Mr.  Hays,  the  deputy-ins|)ector  of  Prisons,  had  suggested, 
that  whereas  the  Town  of  Welland  police  authorities  had  been  in  the 
custom  of  using  the  jail  itself  as  a  lock-up,  that  five  unused  cells  in 
the  south  win;.^  of  the  jail  might  be  partitioned  off  and  provided  with 
an  outside  entrance,  and  adapted  for  the  jnirpose  of  a  lock-up,  and 
the  jail  officials  in  this  manner  relieved  of  the  inconvenience  and 
trouble  to  which  they  had  been  subjected  by  the  course  pursued  by 
the  aforesaid  police  authorities. 

The  Sheriff  was  interviewed  by  a  committee  of  the  town  council, 
composed  of  Messrs.  McCaw,  J.  H.  Burgar,  deputy-reeve,  Bald  and 
Ross,  who  thereupon  proceeded  to  make  the  suggested  alterations, 
and  fitted  up  the  cells  for  use  as  a  lock-up  at  the  expense  of  the 
town. 

On  December  r4th  the  committee  aforesaid  reported  to  the  town 
council  that  the  alterations  had  been  made.  These  cells,  which  were 
formerly  not  heated,  have  been  supplied  with  steam  he.n  from  the 
court  house  heating  apparatus,  but  the  pipes  were  put  in  at  the 
expense  of  the  town. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  ])remises  aforesaid  be  leased 
to  the  Town  of  Welland,  if  your  Council  deem  such  a  course 
expedient,  and  a  moderate  rent  charged  therefor.

The  memorial  of 

Humbly  Sheweth, — 

That  whereas  large  numbers  of  lunatics  are  from  time  to  time 
committed  to  the  county  jails  of  this  Province,  and  have  to  lie  there- 
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in  sometimes  for  months,  on  account  of  the  want  of  accommodation 
in  the  Provincial  asylums  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Council  that  it  is  degrading 
to  our  humanity  to  have  such  of  our  unfortunate  brethren  treated  as 
criminals  and  condemned  to  associate  with  convicts  ; 

And  whereas  your  memorialists  are  persuaded  that  if  those  uij- 
fortunate  persons  were  at  once  confined  in  a  suitable  place,  where 
they  could  have  proper  medical  and  personal  attendance,  many  more 
patients  would  recover  than  do  now  after  their  disease  has  been  in- 
tensified by  remaining  for  a  period  in  the  common  jails  without 
proper  attention. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  that  your  Honorable  House 
will  be  pleased  to  ])ass  an  act  to  form  groups  of  such  contiguous 
counties  as  to  your  wisdom  may  seem  meet,  and  to  locate  in  each  of 
such  groups  a  preliminary  asylum  with  such  medical  and  other  at- 
tendance as  may  be  necessary,  so  that  patients  may  be  placed  at  once 
under  proper  treatment,  and  afforded  a  fair  chance  of  an  early  re- 
covery, while  at  the  same  time  the  pressure  upon  the  existing  Pro- 
vincial asylums  may  be  relieved. 

Your  memorialists  would  also  suggest  that  the  expense  of  said 
preliminary  asylums  should  be  borne  one-half  by  the  Government  of 
Ontario,  and  one-half  by  the  counties  included  in  the  several  groups 
thus  constituted. 

And  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

Dear  Sir,—  Enclosed  please  find  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
male  prisoners  from  your  county  who  have  been  assisted  by  the 
Prisoners'  Aid  Association  during  the  past  year.  When  this  list  has 
been  seen  by  the  W^arden,  and  by  any  county  official  that  he  may 
think  it  proper  to  shew  it  to,  we  would  ask,  in  the  interests  of  these 
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unfortunate  persons,  that  said  list  be  destroyed.  We  are  sending  a 
list  to  each  county  for  the  purpose  of  giving  county  officials  some 
tangible  evidence  of  the  practical  character  of  our  work. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  given  a  helping  hand  to  715  dis- 
charged prisoners;  we  have  found  emj)loyment  for  146;  given 
temporary  shelter  in  our  Home  for  311  ;  and  in  boarding  houses  for 
73.  We  have  given  210  articles  of  clothing,  and  supplied  78  tools. 
The  number  of  meals  given  to  discharged  prisoners  in  our  Home 
during  the  year  was  2123.  $598.48  was  advanced  as  loans,  of  which 
$325.40  has  been  repaid.  A  large  number  of  the  discharged 
prisoners  remain  in  Toronto  in  preference  to  returning  to  the  muni- 
cipality where  they  were  committed.  The  Prisoners'  Aid  Association 
is  using  its  best  efforts  to  help  them  to  lead  a  better  life.  The  means 
at  our  disposal,  however,  are  not  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  do  all  that 
should  be  done  for  these  unfortunates.  There  is  still  a  large  debt 
upon  our  building,  which  we  would  be  glad  to  be  able  10  pay  off  en- 
tirely by  donations  from  the  municipalities. 

Will  you  kindly  bring  this  matter  again   before  your  municipal 
council,  and  oblige,

To  the  Ifouorable  J-'.  H.  Pope,  A'hi'Jer  of  Rail7i'ays  and  Canals  ; 

The  Memorial  of  the  Council  of  the  County  of  Welland  in 
Council  assembled, 

HuMiJhv  Shkwkth,— 

That  a  great  injustice  has  been  done  to  the  projjerty  owners  in 
the  Town  of  Welland,  and  an  inconvenience  to  the  public  at  large,  b\ 
tlie  removal  of  the  bridge  crossing  the  Welland  Canal  on  Main  street 
in  said  town  and  the  diverting  of  a  county  thoroughfare  laid  out  and 
used  as  a  roadway  previous  to  1812,  long  before  the  construction  of  the 
Welland  Canal,  to  a  back  street  of  said  town.  'l"he  damage  to  cer- 
tain properties  in  the  town  is  very  great,  diverting  the  travel  away 
from  costly  buildings,  erected  in  good  faith  that  the  said  Main  street 
would  be  and  remain  the  principal  street  in  the  town  ;  but  by  the 
removal  of  such  bridge  those  properties  will  largely  depreciate  m 
value.  It  will  also  largely  interfere  with  the  efficiency  of  the  fire  de- 
partment of  the  town,  and  either  necessitate  the  building  of  another 
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I'lre  hall,  or  the  buying  of  a  second  fire  engine.  The  present  bridge 
is  also  dangerous  to  pedestrians,  and  especially  to  children  attend- 
ing the  several  schools.  'I'here  is  only  a  wagon  driveway,  and  the 
meeting  of  teams  does  not  allow  room  for  pedestrians  to  pass.  For 
these  and  other  reasons  your  memorialists  would  humbly  request  that 
the  resident  engineer  be  asked  to  report  on  the  feasibility  of  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  on  Main  street,  in  lieu  of  one  removed,  and 
that  you  will  be  pleased  to  cause  such  bridge  to  be  rebuilt  at  the  earli- 
est i)ossible  moment.

This  action  was  brought  for  the  recovery  of  $52  by  the  plaintiff 
from  the  defendants  for  the  boarding  and  lodging  of  Jacob  Neff,  an 
insane-destitute  person,  from  the  ist  july,  1885,  to  the  ist  January, 
1886,  at  $2  per  week. 

The  evidence  at  the  trial  was  in  effect  that  the  defendants  had 
for  some  time  previously,  at  their   regular    sittings,  from  time  to  time 
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appointed  the  reeves  of  the  Townshii;  of  Humherstone  to  pay  tlic 
sum  of  $52  per  half  year  for  the  maintenance  of  Xeff,  and  the  reeve, 
by  the  authority  or  assent  of  the  defendants,  his  been  in  the  hal)it  of 
engaging  a  boarding  and  lodging  place  for  him  and  paying  the  sum 
appropriated.  'I'his  was  intended  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  stat- 
utory provision  that  "  the  County  Council  shall  from  time  to  time 
make  provisions  for  the  whole  or  partial  sui)port  of  such  insane,  eS:c., 
and  shall  determine  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  such  support,  and  also 
the  party  or  parties  to  whom  such  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  County 
treasurer." 

The  defendants  having  authorized  the  |)aynient  to  be  made 
to  the  reeve,  in  my  opinion  constitute  that  official  their  agent 
to  pay  the  money  to  the  person  with  whom  arrangements  were 
made  or  to  be  made  by  him  for  the  keeping  of  the  insane  person,  and 
if  he  foiled  to  pay  the  proper  person  the  defendants  were  liable. 

It  appears  that  the  reeve  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time 
made  arrangements  for  the  boarding  and  lodging  of  Neff,  and  up  to 
a  time  not  explicitly  stated,  but  some  considerable  period  previous 
to  Neff  going  to  plaintiff's,  paid  the  half  yearly  sum  ajjpropriated  by 
the  defendants  in  advance,  but  that  mode  of  payment  ceased  after 
the  last  half  yearly  sum  was  paid  to  Ellsworth.  Mr.  Furry,  the  then 
reeve,  said  at  the  trial,  "The  way  the  payments  ceased  to  be  half- 
yearly  was  this  :  1  paid  Ellsworth  in  advance  for  half  a  year,  but  he 
did  not  keep  Neff,  who  went  to  Mrs.  Anthes,  and  when  I  got  the 
next  payment  I  handed  it  over  to  her  for  the  back  keeping  of  Neff, 
so  that  there  was  nothing  in  my  hands  for  the  future." 

The  date  at  which  Mr.  Furry  began  to  ntake  the  payments  for 
arrears  instead  of  in  advance  was  not  shown  in  evidence,  but  it  was 
proved  that  Neff  went  from  Mrs.  Anthes  to  John  Sutton  in  the  latter 
part  of  June  or  beginning  of  July,  1882,  and  remained  there  until  the 
27th  March,  1883, — Mr.  Furry,  in  December,  1882,  paying  him  for 
the  half  year  then  ending,  and  not  in  advance  for  the  then  ensuing 
half  year. 
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Oil  the  27th  Mav(  h,  1883,  Neff  went  to  the  plaintiff's  and  re 
nnined  there  until  the  ist  January,  1886. 

The  plaintiff  si.id  that  early  in  1883  Mr.  Ramsden,  who  was 
then  re.'ve,  asked  the  |ilaintiff  if  Neff  was  staying  with  him.  The 
plaintiff  replied  that  he  was,  whereupon  Mr.  Ramsden  said  he  would 
pay  him,  or  see  him  paid,  and  on  the  6th  June  following  that  conver- 
sation he  paid  him  .$52.00,  and  drawing  out  a  receipt  which  expressed 
that  that  sum  was  for  support  of  Jacob  Neff,  an  insane  person,  tor 
the  coming  six  months,  the  plaintiff  signed  it;  the  jilaintiff  said,  in 
giving  his  evidence,  that  he  would  not  swear  whether  it  was  read  over 
to  him  or  not;  that  he  did  not  read  it  himself;  and  that  he  supposed 
he  was  getting  .$52.00  for  the  previous  half  year,  Mr.  Ramsden,  in 
speaking  of  the  receipt,  said  he  would  not  swear  he  read  it  over  to 
the  plaintif". 

The  plaintiff  paid  Sutton  out  of  that  sum  for  the  proportion  of  the 
previous  half  year,  during  which  he  (Sutton)  had  kept  Neff,  and 
retained  the  balance,  as  he  says,  for  the  remainder  of  that  half  year. 

Neff  continued  to  remain  at  the  plaintiffs,  as  I  have  stated,  until 
the  ist  January,  1886,  and  was  paid  regularly  at  the  end  of  each  half 
year,  as  he  understood,  he  says,  for  the  arrear,  and  not  in  advance, 
so  that  the  last  half  year  is  still  unpaid  for,  according  to  his  con- 
tention. 

A  receipt  is  nothing  more  than  a  prima  facie  acknowledgment 
of  the  payment  of  a  debt,  and  may  be  contradicted  or  explained, 
and,  I  think,  the  plaintiff  did  not  understand  he  was  being  paid  in 
advance  for  the  half  year  that  commenced  in  July,  1883,  and  the 
same  as  to  the  subsecjuent  payments  to  hrni.  If  he  had  not  understood 
he  was  being  paid  for  the  arrears,  is  it  not  in  the  highest  degree 
probable  that  when  Mr.  Ramsden  paid  him  the  first  $52.00,  he  would 
have  made  a  claim  for  the  previous  half  year  ? 

I  think  I  may  safely  assume  that  he  had  good  reason  to  believe 
that  when  the  first  payment  was  made  to  him,  and  at  each  subsequent 
one,  that  it  was  for  arrears,  and  not  in  advance. 
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I  am  of  opinion  that  the  duty  of  the  (Council  extended  beyond 
tile  mere  jiaynient  over  to  a  custodian  of  the  sum  appropriated,  and 
that  they  were  bound  to  see  that  that  sum  was  properly  apphed. 

I  ahio  tliink  that  it  should  be  conchided  that  all  the  i^ayments 
iii.ulc  to  the  plaintiff  should  be  considereil  as  having  been  made  for 
amais,  and  not  in  advance,  and  that  the  last  half  year  of  Neffs 
ivsiiKnce  with  l.im  remains  unpaid  for. 

■['he  whole  ditiilculty  has  resulted  from  the  objectionable  custom 
(»;i;i;inally  adopted  of  paying  in  advance.  Mr.  Furry  having  paid 
i;ilsworth  in  that  way,  and  the  latter  not  having  furnished  the  board, 
ct( .,  fnr  Xeff,  it  was  sup|)lied  by  Mrs.  Anthes,  who  was  paid  at  the 
end  of  the  half  year  for  the  arrears,  and  it  has  been  so  paid  ever 
Miue. 

'I'he  ai)plication  of  the  defendants  for  a  new  trial  is  refused.
